Curious difcovery of an ancient Coal-mine in Ireland. 
rrom HAMILTON’s Lerrzrs. 


BOUT tlie year 1770, the miners in pufhing forward-an adit t& 

ward the bed of coal, at an unexplored part of the Bally-caftle 
cliff, unexpeftedly broke through the rock into a narrow paflage, fo 
much contrafted and choked up with various drippings and depolits on 
its fides and bottom, as rendered it impoffible for any of the workmento 
force through, that they might examine it farther. Two boys were there- 
fore made to.creep in with candles for the purpofe of exploring this fub- 
terrancous avenue, They accordingly prefled Sins for a confiderable 
time, with much labour and difficulty; and at length entered into an ex- 
tenfive labyrinth, branching off into numerous apartments, in the mazes 
and windings of which they were completely bewildered and. loft, After 
Various attempts to return, their lights were extinguifhed, their voices 
became hoarfe and exhaufted with frequent fhouting; and at length, 
wearied and difpirited, they fat down together, in utter defpair of an cf- 
gape from this miferable dungeon. 

In the mean while, the workmen in the adit became alarmed for their 
fafety. Frefh hands were inceilantly employed, and in the courfe of 
tarniy four hours, the paflage was fo much opened as to admit fome of the 
moft active among the miners. But the fituation of the two unhappy 
prifoners. who had fat down in a very diftant chamber of the cavern, 
prevented them altogether from hearing the noile and fhouts of thew 
friends, who thus laboured to afift them. 

Fortunately it occurred to one of the lads, after his voice had become 
hoarfe by fhouting, that the noife of the miner’s hammers was often hear- 
ed at confiderable diflances through the coal works; in confequence of 
this reflection, he took up a ftone, which he frequently ftruck againf. 
the fides of the cavern. The noife of this was at length heard by the 
workmen, who in their turn adopted a frmilar artifice ;, by this means, 
each party was condutted toward the other, and the unfortunate adven- 
turers were extricated time enough to behold the fun rifen in full {plen- 
dour, which they had left the morning before, juf& beginning to tinge the 
eaftern horizon. 

On examtming this fubterraneous wonder, it was found to be a com- 
piste gallery, which had been driven forward many hundred yards to 
the bed of coal; that it branched out into numerous chambers, where 
miners had carried on their different works, Thefe chambers were 
crefled in @ workman-like manner, and pillars were left at proper dif- 
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qanece to fupport the roof. In thort, # was found tobe an extenfive 
mine, which ee been wrought by a fet of people, as expert in the bufi- 
nefs, es the prefent generation. Some remains of the tools, and even of 
the bafkets ufed in the works were difcovered, but in fuch a decayed 
flate, that on being touched, they immediately crumbled to pieces. 

The antiquity of this work is ftrongly demonttrated from a natural 
procefs which has taken place in it. The fides and pillars were covered 
with {parry incruftations, which the prefent workmen do not ebferve to 
be depofited in any definite portion of time, ' 

As it is not to be fuppofed that’ a favage people would ranfack the 
bowels of the earth for fuel, while their woods and bogs afforded fueh 
abundance ; the difcovery of this collicry, is one proof that there was an 
age when Ireland enjoyed a confiderable degree of civilization. During 
the dreary interval of a thoufand years, from the 8th tothe 18th century, 
it isin vain to look forthe laboured works of induftry and peace, in @ 
country where war was the only trade, and where all property turnedon 
the edge of the fword. Moft of the Englifh writers conceiving Ireland 
to have been, naturally, fuch as they found it, have pronounced it to be 
a nation without laws, monuments, records, or any traces of former civil- 
ization ; but many things which have efcaped the wreck of time and 
the fury of invaders, concur in demonftrating this to be a hafty affertion:

Go into a fchool, where the fcholars are neat, filent, 
obedient, and induftrious, under the care of a matter, in a neat room, ap- 
piving, without confufion, to their various purfuits, their books all cor- 
re€t, and entire. Can any thing be more ot eA than this combination 
of order and neatnefs ? and with what eafe may it all be compafied by a 
fingle refolute exertion ; how perfeétly may it prevail, in all our fchools, 
and how numerous mutt be the slivanttnds rebchhing from it. Neatnefs is 
as important in the country as in town; for the practice is not to be dic- 
tated by the probability of our being feen, but by the principle of being 
always fit to he feen, Matters being highly interefted in this arrange « 
ment, will feel every inducement to give example as well as precept and 
fo to arrange all the bufinefs, as that the fcholars feeling the a Ri ie and 
benefits of order, fhall be induced to that neatnefs, without which it can- 
not be preferved. 

Vo-preferve this, a ftri& obfervance of hours fhould be obferved : the 
bufinefs laid out, fo that all underftand it ; every thing conduéted with a 
perlevering flownefs ; particular days or hours appointed for {peaking 
or any other particular purfuit ; privileges allowed to thofe who excel, 


unlefs they have appeared flovenly, or negleéted the known order of the 
{chool, Thete 
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Thefe arrangements, with many othefs of a like kind, have been found 
practicable in every refpe&, and in the {chools where they have been 
¢ritically adopted, fcholars have improved rapidly, to the great fatisfac- 
tion of mafters, parents and the public, 

Let it ever be remembered, that if we would cultivate neatnefs, order, 
diligence, virtue or religion, the feeds fown in the {pring of life, are moft 
likely to take deep root, and bring forth abundance,

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
LONDON, Decemser 1. 
NEWS FROM INDIA. 
N Monday the Leopard, of 50 guns, Capt. Blankett, arrived at St. 
Helen’s from Madras, charged with.difpatches from Earl Cornwal- 








lis. 

The fubftance of the difpatches is faid to be that Lord Cornwallis, af- 
ter forming a junétion with the Nizam’s cavalry on the 13th of April, ar- 
rived at Venkettighery on the 18th, where he remained with his army un- 
til about the 22d of the fame month, when he fet out for Seringapatam ; 
but was obliged firft to go to Bangalore for the heavy artillery, fo that his . 
Lordfhip did not reach that place before the 12th or 13th of May. His 
progrefs was alfo very much impeded by bad weather. 

On his Lordfhip’s arrival at Seringapatam, he immediately made every 
neceflary difpofition for attacking the place, which he did in‘a day or two 
after. 

The bravery of the Britifh troops was very conf{picuous upon the oc- 
cafion ; feveral of the outpofts were taken, anda great {laughter was made 
among Tippoo’s troops, with a lofs comparatively {mall on our part. 

Some of Tippoo’s troops, however, made a noble refiftance, and exhib- 
ited a great degree of courage ; but the chief obftacle to our capture of 
of the place was, what could:not be overcome by human valour, the in- 
clemency of the element. The fudden burfting out of the monfoon made 
a retreat on the part of Lord Cornwallis abfolutely neceffary for the fal- 
vation of his army: Nor was there a moment’s time to be loft; for the 
fall of rain is fo heavy and inceffant during the continuance of the mon- 
foon, that no army can poflibly keep the field, far lefs attempt any war- 
like operation. 

In the attack upon the place, Tippoo’s troops fuffered fo confiderably, 
that he did not think it_ prudent to attempt preventing the retreat of our 
army, which was condu¢ted with good order, but great difficulty, the 
mortality among the bullocks having been very great in confeguence of 
the rain, fo that the men were heavily loaded. His Lordthip found it 
impoffible to cary off all his heavy artillery from the want ef cattle, but 
he took care to render what he left behind him unferviceable. 

His Lordfhip reached Bangalore in the beginning of June, and there 
fheltered himfelf with his army from the inclemency of the weather, wait- 
ing for the termination of the monfoon, that he might again renew the 
war; here they were joined by a detachment from the northward, with a 
further fupply of builocks, fheep, anda number of horfes. Our army had 
taken one of Tippoo’s forts, where they found,rice, bullocks, and fheep 
fufficient for its fuftenance for feveral days. 

On account of the monfoon’s fetting in, General Abercrombie, who 
had advanced as far as Periapatam, within 30 miles of ‘Tippoo’s capital, 
had been obliged to retire inte cantonmeats belgw the Ghauts, 
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DERRY, (Irelatd) Novemser ¥, 

LAST night the bridge of Derry was for the firft time illuminated

HOUSE off REPRESENTATIVES, 
THURSDAY, Feb. i6: 

R. Macon Jaid on the table a refolution, that the Compiroller of 
thes Freafury be diréfted to lay before the Houfe a ftatement of the 
balances remaining unpaid, which may have been due by individuals te 
the United States, ptevious to the 4th day of March, 1789 ; and to in- 
form the Houfe whether any and what fteps have been taken to recover 
the fame}; artd alfo to futnifh a ftatement of fundty fums of public money 
entrufted to individuals, previous to the faid 4th of March, 1789, and yet 
uhatcounted fot. é 

The Houfe refolved iifelf into a committee of the whole, on the Rep- 
tefentatton-Bill =~—={Mr. W. Snonuth in the chair. 

After fome debate on Mr. Vining’s motion for alldtting § reprefentae 
tives to the State Of New-Hampfhite, &c. 

Mr. Benfon (with the confent of Mr. Vining, who withdrew his mo- 
tion for the purpofe) propofed an amendment, to make, the firft feétion 
téad as follows ! 

“ Be it enatted, &c. that from and afterthe 3d day of March, in the 
yeat onc thoufand feven hundred and nihety-three, the Houle of Repre- 
fentatives fhail be compofed of “a number of membets, equal to the quo- 
tient of the whole number of perfons in the States included in this union, 
divided by 30.000, which methbers fhall therefore be” eleéted within the 
feveral ftates. according to the following apportionment, that is to fay— 
within the ftaté of New-Hampfhire, &c, 

This motion gave rife t6 a pretty long debate, in which the arguments 
heretofore ufed in the difcuffion of the former Reprefentation-Bill were 
again brought forward; the conftitution was frequently quoted ; thofe 
papers in that inftrument, relating to the apportionment of reprefentation 
and direét taxationw, ere explained, corimente(l on, and counter explain- 
ed; every different interpretation, that the ing¢nuity of man could polli- 
bly aflix to the words, was given to them; but ho one interpretation that 
was given, Was uhanimouilly admitted to be the right one. The queflion 
however being taken on Mr. Benfon’s motion, put an end to the debate, 
and paffed in the negative ;—yeas, 24, nays, 94.

Several petitions were read and referred to the heads of departinents.

A motion was made to amend the firft fe€tion, which fays the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives fhall be compofed of members cleéted “ within the feve- 
ral States,” by ftriking out the words quoted, and inferting, agreeable to 
a ratio of one member to every thirty thoufand inhabitants in each {tate, 
diftributed according to the conftitution ; which was carried. | 

Another motion was madeto ftrike out the 2d fettion of the bill, and 
after fome debate, it was loft. 

The Houfe then proceeded to fill up the blanks in the fecond fe&ion, 

The blank for the time when the fecond enumeration is to take place, 
was filled up with the frft Monday of January 1796, and to clofe within 
fix months thereafter. 

The blank for the marfhal to tranfmit the returns tothe Prefident of 
she United States, was filled up with two months. 

Sundry amendments were made to this fe€tion ; after which the Houfe 
proceeded to fill up the blanks in the gd feéion, but before they came 
to any decifion the committee rofe, for the purpofe of making.a provifion 
im cafe the return taken by the Marfhal be incomplete, or in cafe he 
tranf{fmit no return at all. 

The Houfe agreed to a refolutiom propofed by Mr. White the27th ult. 
viz. , | 

That it be a ftanding order of this Houfe, that whenever confidential 
€ommunications are received from the Prefident of the United States, the - 
houfe thall be cleared of all perfons except the members and the clerk, 
and fo continue during the reading of fuch communications, end during 
the debate and oiwaalioas to be had thereon—and that whenever the 
Speaker or any other member fhall inform the Houfe that he has commu- 
nications to make which he conccives ought to be kept fecret, the houfe 
fhall in like manner be cleared, till the communications be read; the 
Houfe thall then determine whether the matter communicated requires 
fecrecy or not, and take order accordingly. 

Adjourned until Monday morning 11 o'clock.

AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE. 
KINGSTON, ( Jamaica) November 26, 

ON Tucefday laff were interred in the church in Spanifhtown (in the 
fame vault with his late moft amiable Countefs, and with nearly the fame | 
honours and ceremonies) the remains of our noble and ever to be lamen- 
te. Governour, Fhomas Heward, Earl of Effingham,—He was born Jan- 

wary 
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wary 13, 1746-7, and on the day of Oftober, 1765, was married to 
Catherine Proégor, his late Countefs, with whom he lived in the moft 

erfe&t and uninterrupted harmony for the {pace of twenty-fix years 
Though unbleffed with children, their conjugal felicity was fo great, 
there was fuch a fympathy in their manners, fentiments and tempers, 
that their feparation from cach other was not figuratively, but truly the 
feparation of foul from the body. On his Lordfhip’s firft arrival in this 
ifland in March 1790, his health was much impaired ; he was cepa 
indeed, to be far advanced in the Jaft ftage of a confumption ; but the 
genial warmth of the climate reftored him, in a moft aftonifhing manner, 
to his country and his friends ; and could his Lordfhip have been pre- 
vailed on to take even common care of his perfon, he might have lived 
many years to adminifter happinefs to a grateful community; but con- 
ceiving himfelf reftored to the vigour of youth, and believing he poffeff- 
éd a conftitution that was proof againft all extremes of climate, he equal 
iy difregarded the heats of noon, and the dews of the night. It was his 

rattice to walk feveral miles in the middle of the day; on one occa- 
Ea, he accompanied a furveyor on foot, in traverfing the fhore between 
Paffage Fort and Port Henderfon, fometimes labouring through the 
burning fands, and fometimes plunged tothe middle in the {wamps: At 
Bath in St. Thomas’s in the Eaft, he waded down the river from the 
Spring head to the town, with a furveyor’s chain in his hand, climbing 
over the moft frightful rocks and precipices, and i ogre immerfed to 
the chin in water, Thefe are circumitances that reflect no great credit 
on his prudence (fo far at leaft as his own perfonal fafety was concerned) 
notwithftanding all which, he continued to improve in health, {trength, 
and fpirits, and fecmed at length to have acquired a complete victory 
over the difeafe under which he fo long had laboured, when he perceiv- 
ed that his beloved confort, who had languifhed for fome time with a 
vifceral complaint, was haftening rapidly to the grave. His foul vibrat- 
ed to her afflictions : And it was obferved thenceforward, that his own 
health was again vifibly affe&ted. A day or two before her Ladyfhip em- 
barked in the Diana for New-York, he recapitulated to a friend, many 
affeting inftances of her amiable deportment ; and dwelt with infinite 
tendernefs on the happinefs he had enjoyed in her fociety for twenty fix 
years ; adding, that neither of them were fo far advanced in life, but 
that if it pleafed Divine Providence, they might reafonably expeét to 
live together in equal felicity for twenty years longer; but, continued 
his Lordfhip, J am perfuaded I fhall never fee her again. He attemptcd to 
check the rifing tear as he pronounced this prophetic declaration ; but it 
would not be fupprefled. “The very day after the return of the Diana 
with her remains, his Lordfhip took to his bed, which he never after- 
wards quitted, for more than a few hours occafionally ; amd his funeral 
took place precifely the twentieth day after that of the Countelfs, 











NEW-Y ORK, February 22. 
MORE INDIAN NEWS, 

The Pittfourgh paper of February 4, mentions that by the arrival of a gentle 
man ~ that place immediately from Kentucky, the following intelligence was 
received, 

THAT juft before he left the falls of Ohio, an exprefs had paffed 
along on his way to Fort-Wafhington, with difpatches from the com- 
mandant at Poit Vincennes for the Governor, the purport of which was, 
thaghe had {ent a Frenchman and ap Indian acrefs the country to the 


Mamas 
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Miami tawns, with fame difpatches, in hopes of finding our army.there ; 
that on theirarrival they found the towns Tene aiech by a few wom- 
en; that for fear of being difcovered they buried their difpatches, and then 

roceeded to meet our army, but had not, gone more than five or fix 
miles before they met a party of go. Indians returning with their fhare of 
the plunder, one of them had 427 {calps ftrung on a pole, the reft were 
heavily loaded with different articles, and they had three pack-horfes 
loaded with kegs of wine, &c, The Indians immediately accufed them 
of being {pies, but on making inquiry and examining them very minutely, 
believed them friends, they were then ebliged to return with them to the 
towns, and the Indians gave them a full account of the battle, (which 
agrees with the account heretofore publifhed) except, that only 1200 In- 
dians were in the engagement, and that thefe were Miamies and Indians 
from the lakes, that 609 arrived the day after the battle, and goo were 
vut hunting tofupply the reft, which was their whole force; that a dif- 
pute arofe about dividing the plunder between them and the.lake Indians, 
the latter wifhing to have that of the fmalleft bulk and eafieft carriage, 
as they had a great way to go, but the former refufed: This greatly en- 
raged the lake Indians who began to ufe the tomahawk, but did not do 
much damage, however, they went off very much diffatisfied, determin- 





ed never again to come to the affiftance of the Miamies, let the confe- 


quences be what they would; and that only 56 Indians were killed.—- 
After giving them this information they were permitted to. praceed home- 
wards with a promife of {ending them a trader (which was. the bufineds 
the Frenchman faid they were upon) as they had as much plunder as 
would emply do for them all winter. 
_ Weare alfo informed, that an expedition confifting of 500 men, on 
horfeback, was to go from Kentucky the begining ef January, againft 
the Miami towns, and from the enterprifing {pirit of the Kentuckians, 
we flatter ourfelves thofe towns are laid in afhes before now. ‘There is 
no doubt but this expedition has taken place, as our informant had the 
information from a perfon that may be Teron ie on,

From the Powtowmack Guarnian, Sc, printed at Shepherd’s-Town, of 7th inf. 

LAST Saturday evening came to this town, a young man from Cat-fi/2, 
which he left about two weeks ago, and who gave us the following pleaf- 
ing, interefting and important intelligence, viz, That two days before 
he left Cat-Ffh, two men arrived there from Licking, who informed that 
they had been out with a body of 1300 volunteers on horfeback from 
Kentucky, under General Scorr; that they left Liking on the expedi- 


.tion a few. days before Chriftmas; that Gen. Scorz difpatched three 


{pies in advance, whe, when they arrived about 13 miles beyond the 
{pot where Gen, St. Ciair was, defeated, dicovered a large body of 
Indians, diverting and enjoying themfelves with the plunder they had 
taken, riding the bullocks, dancing, &c. and appeared to be moftly 
drunk : ‘That on this information being given to Gen. Scors, who with 
the maia body, were a few miles in the rear, he divided them into three 
divifions, advanced and fell on the enemy by furprife: That the contc# 
was fhort but vifterious on the fide ef the volunteers, SEVEN HUN- 
DRED of the enemy being killed on the {pot, all the cannon and ftores 
in their policsfion retaken, and the vemainder of the favage body put to 
flight; that Gen. Scorr having loft but fix men, returned to Licking, in 
triumph, with molt of the cattle, Rores, &c, leaving the cannon at. fort- 
JHerfox—That Gen, Scart, had previoully gene gut with 4°00 men,

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but finding his number infufficient, was returning, but met a body of goo 
volunteers, who upon joining him he immediately proceeded in profecut-
